We  have  been 
very  successful  in  supplying  our  local  customers  with  these  plants,  in  tubs  or 
pots,  in  full  bloom  throughout  the  summer. 

Bulbs 

In  the  autumn  we  handle  some  of  the  best  varieties  of  Hardy  Bulbs  such 
as  Tulips,  Narcissus,  Lilies,  and  miscellaneous  small  Bulbs  including  Crocus. 
Grape  Hyacinths,  Snow  Drops,  specie  Tulips,  and  others.  A  separate  list  oi 
these  bulbs  is  also  available  at  the  Nursery. 

Cut  Flowers 

Through  the  summer  and  fall  we  always  have  lots  of  material  to  make  up 
bouquets  and  can  supply  quantities  of  cut  flowers  for  various  decorations. 
Besides  the  great  variety  of  Hardy  Chrysanthemums  we  also  grow  indoor 
Chrysanthemums  in  pots  and  for  cut  flowers. 

Gladiolus 

We  have  a  long  list  of  the  best  varieties  of  Gladiolus  of  which  we  sell  the 
bulbs  in  the  spring  and  the  cut  flowers  throughout  the  summer  and  fall. 

Fertilizer  and  Peat  Moss 

We  sell  fertilizers  such  as  Bone  Meal,  Vigoro,  and  some  of  the  other  standard 
garden  fertilizers  by  100  lb.  bags  or  smaller  quantities  at  market  prices.  We 
also  supply  Peat  Moss  in  any  quantity  at  regular  market  prices.
